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VITAL  STATISTICS  (Cont.) 
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General  Provision  of  Health  Services. 

There  was  no  alteration  during  the  year  in  the  Health  Services. 
The  agreement  with  the  County  Borough  of  Blackburn  for  their 
ambulance  was  continued,  the  charge  being  7/6  for  the  conveyance 
of  patients  from  any  part  of  the  Rural  District  to  the  Blackburn  and 
East  Lancs.  Royal  Infiimary.  The  Council  make  up  the  dill'erence 
between  7/6  and  the  actual  charge  of  2/-  per  mile.  The  conveyance 
of  patients  to  hospital  other  than  to  Blackburn  Royal  Infirmary  was 
subject  to  special  arrangement  and  not  covered  by  this  scheme. 

The  arrangement  made  between  the  Accrington  and  District 
Joint  Hospital  Board  and  the  Borough  of  Darwen  for  the  treatment 
of  infectious  diseases  hospital  patients  at  Bull  Hill  Hospital, 
Darwen,  was  continued.  Infectious  diseases  patients  were  conveyed 
to  hospital  in  the  Darwen  Infectious  Diseases’  Ambulance. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

Water  Supply. 

There  were  no  extensions  or  alteration  in  the  piped  supplies  of 
the  district  throughout  the  year.  Most  of  the  district  continues  to 
be  served  by  the  County  Borough  of  Blackburn,  but  part  of  the 
township  of  Eccleshill  is  served  by  the  Borough  of  Darwen.  A 
small  portion  of  the  Parish  of  Yate  and  Pickup  Bank  is  supplied 
from  the  mains  of  the  Oswaldtwistle  U.D.C.  Part  of  Mellor  is 
supplied  by  the  Mellor  Water  Company. 

Those  parts  of  the  district  supplied  by  the  piped  water  supplies 
are  generally  well  served  and  the  quality  is  good,  and  no  deficiency 
in  quantity  was  experienced  during  the  year. 

Analyses  of  the  piped  supply  are  not  as  a rule  carried  out  by 
this  authority,  but  by  the  suppliers.  There  is  apparently  a tendency 
to  Plumbo- Solvency  in  most  of  the  upland  waters  serving  this 
district,  but  no  ill-effects  came  to  light  from  the  use  of  the  water.

These  figures  do  not  include  two  large  Institutions  in  the 
Parish  of  Billington. 

Most  of  the  piped  supplies  in  the  district  are  conveyed  to  a 
point  over  the  scullery  sink  and  there  is  only  one  stand  pipe  in  the 
whole  district,  that  is  in  Barker  Lane,  Mellon  This  pipe  supplies 
approximately  23  houses  and  was  put  in  during  last  year  as  a 
temporary  arrangement  pending  extensions  to  the  Blackburn 
Corporation  mains  within  that  area. 

Seven  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  and 
submitted  for  Bacteriological  Examination.  These  were  from  : — 

1.  The  Cherry  Tree  Jam  Factory. 

2.  Wells  serving  property  in  Woodcock  Hill,  Pleasington. 

3.  Pleasant  View,  Eccleshill. 
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In  the  first  instance  after  an  unsatisfactory  sample  had  been 
taken,  representaiions  were  made  to  the  owners  of  the  factory,  who 
had  the  well,  service  tanks  and  piping  thoroughly  cleaned  out,  the 
lining  of  the  well  rendered  with  water-proof  cement  from  top  to 
bottom,  and  a concrete  cover  fitted  to  the  well. 

A subsequent  sample  showed  the  water  to  be  so  improved  as 
to  be  fit  for  use. 

In  the  second  instance  mentioned  above,  after  unsatisfactory 
samples  had  been  taken  from  the  supply  in  Woodcock  Hill, 
Plcasington,  the  wells  were  cleaned  out,  and  as  in  the  former 
instance  the  supply  improved. 

In  the  third  instance,  whilst  the  same  improvement  in  the  well 
serving  Pleasant  View,  Eccleshill,  was  effected  by  cleaning  out,  the 
spring  itself  was  impure  and  the  water  could  not  be  improved 
sufficiently  to  make  it  fit  for  domestic  use.  Negotiations  were 
commenced  with  a view  to  main  extensions  being  made  by  the 
Borough  of  Darwen  to  supply  this  and  adjoining  property,  but  these 
were  not  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  nothing  had  been 
done.  Pending  an  alternative  supply  all  the  consumers  of  the  water 
from  this  well  have  been  advised  to  boil  or  otherwise  sterilise  the 
water  before  use. 

It  can  be  seen  from  the  table  and  remarks  given  that  there  is 
considerable  room  for  improvement,  particularly  in  the  parishes  of 
Tockholes  and  Mellor. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  were  no  additions  or  modifications  to  the  sewerage 
system  of  the  district  during  the  year. 

One  small  sewage  installation  was  installed  within  the  district 
to  serve  an  Inn.

The  Council’s  scheme  whereby  grants  were  paid  to  owners 
converting  pail  closets  to  fresh  water  closets  was  continued. 
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Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  of  household  refuse,  night  soil  and  salvage  by 
the  Council’s  own  men  was  continued  throughout  the  year,  and  most 
of  the  parish  of  Tockholes  was  added  to  that  major  portion  of  the 
district,  wholly  dealt  with  by  direct  labour.  The  only  parts  of  the 
district  now  being  scavenged  by  the  contract  system  are  those  where 
the  condition  of  the  roads  prohibits  the  use  of  motor  vehicles.

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

The  hcences  granted  to  moveable  dwellings  which  were  already 
licensed  were  renewed  for  the  period. 

There  are  a considerable  number  of  vans  and  sheds  of  various 
types  in  the  more  inaccessible  parts  of  the  district  for  which  no 
licence  has  been  granted.  Observations  show  that  there  has  been 
no  increase  in  these  during  the  year,  and  as  soon  as  the  acute 
housing  shortage  is  alleviated  it  is  hoped  to  deal  with  them  under 
the  Housing  or  Public  Health  Acts. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

Ten  observations  of  factory  chimneys  were  carried  out-  In 
several  of  these  the  emission  of  black  smoke  was  more  than 
considered  to  be  desirable  or  satisfactory,  but  in  view  of  the  lack  of 
bye-laws  regulating  the  limit  of  black  smoke  which  may  be  emitted, 
it  was  not  considered  desirable  to  take  any  further  action  in  the 
matter.  A Senior  Technical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Fuel  and 
Power  was  interviewed  on  the  question  of  the  use  of  unsuitable 
fuels  and  emission  of  smoke. 

VERMIN  INFESTATION. 

Bed  Bug  Infestation. 

One  house  was  found  to  be  infested  with  bed  bugs,  but  after  the 
use  of  a proprietary  spraying  fluid  containing  D.D.T.,  no  further 
infestation  was  observed. 
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Rodent  Controt. 

Dm  ing  the  major  pari  of  the  year  the  Council  were  without  the 
services  of  a Rodent  Operative,  a man  being  borrowed  from  the 
County  Borough  of  Blackburn,  as  occasions  for  his  services  arose. 

Contracts. 

The  Council  has  two  contracts  for  this  work  and  these  commit- 
ments were  carried  out  with  a borrowed  operator. 

FACTORIES  ACT,  1937. 

An  effort  was  made  during  the  year  to  bring  the  Council’s 
register  of  factories  up  to  date.  Inspections  were  made  at  a 
considerable  number  of  power  and  non-power  factories,  with 
particular  reference  to  those  parts  of  the  Act  which  are  administered 
by  the  Local  .Authority.  These  portions  include  want  of  cleanliness, 
overcrowding,  ventilation,  drainage  of  floors,  and  the  adequacy  of 
the  sanitary  conveniences. 

HOUSING. 

Most  of  the  houses  within  the  district  are  reasonably  sound, 
but  the  neglect  of  war  and  post-war  years  is  now  very  apparent. 

The  survey  which  was  commenced  during  last  year  was 
continued,  and,  whilst  it  is  not  possible  to  arrive  at  a definite  result, 
from  this  survey  it  is  fairly  obvious  that  more  houses  than  were  at 
first  supposed  will  have  to  be  dealt  with  under  Sections  11  or  25  of 
the  Housing  Act,  1936.  The  marked  housing  shortage  continues, 
although  a start  was  made  on  the  60  houses  which  the  Council 
are  building  in  their  first  programme.  None  was  completed.

As  in  former  years,  considerable  difficulties  were  experienced 
due  to  shortage  of  labour  and  materials  and  the  high  price  of 
building  work. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  inspection  of  dairy  farms  was  continued  throughout  the 
year  at  a high  level,  and,  whilst  the  standard  of  cleanliness  of  dairy 
farms  has  not  yet  reached  the  pre-war  level,  some  improvement 
from  previous  years  was  noticed.  The  chief  complaint  of  the  dairy 
farmer  continues  to  be  that  he  is  short  of  staff  to  maintain  his 
premises  in  as  cleanly  a state  as  pre-war. 

272  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  submitted  for  the 
Methylene  Blue  Reductase  and  B.  Coli  test.  212  of  these  were 
completely  satisfactory  and  60  failed  to  pass  the  test.  In  each  case 
after  unsatisfactoiy  samples  had  been  taken  the  farmer  was  written 
to  and  in  most  cases  a visit  paid  to  the  farm  the  following  week. 

Following  this  a further  sample  was  taken  and  in  each  case 
supervision  was  maintained  until  a satisfactory  sample  was 
obtained. 

Most  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  mentioned  above  were 
caused  by  imperfect  sterilisation  of  utensils,  and  milk  not  being 
sufficiently  cooled. 

Two  ice  cream  samples  were  taken  and  sent  for  the  test  for 
total  bacteria  and  presence  of  B.  Coli.  One  of  them  was  quite  good, 
the  other  was  unsatisfactory.  Advice  was  given  to  the  manufacturer 
on  his  methods,  and  a subsequent  sample  was  satisfactory  from  a 
bacteriological  viewpoint. 

The  complete  reconditioning  of  one  dairy  farm  was  completed 
during  the  year  and  work  on  another  farm  was  commenced  but  not 
completed.

All  the  animals  slaiighlered  at  the  one  slaughter  house  in  the 
district  which  is  still  in  use,  were  inspected  immediately  after 
slaughter,  and  also  every  effort  was  made  to  inspect  the  pig  and 
sheep  carcases  slaughtered  by  farmers  under  licence  from  the 
Ministry  of  Food.  Regular  inspections  were  carried  out  at  butchers’ 
shops  and  a considerable  number  of  inspections  of  other  foods, 
tinned  and  otherwise,  was  made. 

A prosecution  was  instituted  against  a farmer  in  Biilington  for 
the  slaughter  of  15  sheep  on  the  farm,  without  proper  notice  being 
given  of  intention  to  slaughter  under  the  Public  Health  (Meat) 
Regulations,  1924,  and  also  for  slaughtering  on  premises  which 
were  not  licensed  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  or  previous 
enactments.  Penalties  including  costs  were  imposed.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

No  outbreaks  of  any  infectious  diseases  occurred  during  the 
year.  All  cases  were  sporadic.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  no  cases 
of  Diphtheria  were  notified  throughout  the  whole  year.  The  con- 
siderable number  of  cases  of  Dysentery  notified  were  all  from  a 
Mental  Institution  in  the  district. 

The  arrangement  with  the  Accrington  and  District  Joint 
Hospital  Board  for  the  use  of  Bull  Hill  Hospital  of  the  Borough 
of  Darwen  was  continued  throughout  the  year. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  kept  and  changed  periodically  at  Police 
Stations  throughout  the  district,  although  in  view  of  the 
disappearance  of  Diphtheria  cases  the  quantity  was  reduced  during 
the  year.

taken  into  account,  the  percentage  would  undoubtedly  be  in  the 
region  of  70 — 75%  for  the  under  fives,  and  84 — 90%  of  the  5 — 15 
age  groups. 
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
